THE FLIERS ON AMERICAN, GERMAN 


AND ENGLISH LINES. 


.... ^ 


Curves and Grade Crossings the Great 


Drawbacks In Thi» Country—LJmited 
Triiias Do Not Fay Expenses, bnt They 
IltneUt the Service In Other Ways. 


Tho writer broached the subject of 


fast trains recently to one of the shrewd- 
est civil euyiueers employed on one of 
tko roads entering Washington. This, 
employee has made railroading a/life 
study, baa inspected the railroads of 
Europe and speaks by the card. 
He 


said: 


"If our railroads conld Spare the 


inonuy to elevate their tracks in cities 
and at crossings, to any nothing of com- 
pleting the work of Btrai)?hteni)ig ont 
curves, now going oil, I, for one, will 
predict that we cnn mnke ah nverage of 
50 miles an hoar between Now York 
and Chicago. I say this witli the Alle* 
ghnny mountains almost staring me in 
tho fa«o. 
We might lose time going tip 


that range, but engineers, ns n rule, liko 
to const, and woaldn't they slide down 
tho other side with a roadbed minus 
curves nnd grade crossings! In the mat- 
ter of coat iu making improvements, 
fow people are aware of the expense at- 
tached thereto. In ronud numbers our 
road'blow'in fully $5,000,000 in the 
latter pnrtof 1893 and the beginning of 
1898. 
That was before tho financial de- 


pression set in. We are now resting on 
onr oars. We out one curve over a mile 
long, iind the work oast ns fully $500,- 
0,00. Other roads have been doing like- 
wise, and with the return of a prosper- 
ous period wo will (surprise the world, 
and 'especially the English, with the av- 
erage speed our trains will attain. 


"Many people will be surprised to 


learn that Germany and not this conn- 
try or England furnishes the fastest train 
in tho world. The United States comes 
second and England third. The German 
train runs from Berlin to Hamburg, a 
distance of ITS miles, in 804 minutes, 
an average outside speed—that is, not 
counting stops, of over 53 miles an hour. 
The Empire State express on the New 
York Central road runs from New York 
to Buffalo, a distance of 440 miles, in 
580 minutes, and its outside speed aver- 
age is nearly 51 miles an hour. The 
fastest English train, that comes third 
on the list, is called the 'west coast flier1 
and runs from London to Edinburgh, a 
distance of 400 miles, at an average ont- 
side speed of 50 miles an hour. ' 


"Tho 
farther we go west the slower 


the train service becomes, a thing not 
looked for on account of the miles and 
miloa of track traversing prairie land. 
The Burlington road's best train aver- 
ages about 80 miles un hour. That on 
the Milwaukee road, the limited, can 
only reach an average of 34 miles an 
hour. Tho Denver limited, on the North- j 
western road, has to hustle to score an 
average gait of 29 miles an hour. 


"Very few of the fast limited trains 


in this country pay for the expenBO of 
running them, and it is an open secret 
that tho limited between this city and 
New York, the limited between New 
York and Chicago, and the Empire State 
express between New York and Buffalo 
and tho Chicago limited on the New 
York Central road cost their respective 
roads » good deal more than they bring 
in, but they are great advertisers for 
their respective roads. 


"The advantages of fast train service 


on well built and well equipped railroads 
arc not confined to the carrying of pas- 
songerii swiftly from one point to anoth- 
er. They are felt all through the operat- 
ing department of a road and exercise 
au important disciplinary influence. The 
running of snch extraordinary faat trains 
as tho Congressional limited and the 
Euipiro State express has had a wonder- 
ful elf oct in increasing the vigilance and 
ofliciency of all tho trainbands. The 
schedules on which such trains are run 
reqniro tho most arbitrary enforcement, 
ifhd they consequently keep the. men all 
along the line traversed constantly on 
the alert. Each man is made to feel his 
full share of tho burden of responsibility, 
and the never ceasing admonition to 
'watch for the flier' reduces to a mini- 
mum personal inclinations to bo slack 
or neglectful. 
Tho telegraph operators 


havo a suspension of 80 days staring 
them in the face for the slightest delay 
to the limited, and similar penalties ore 
imposed on other employees. 


"Besides this stimulus to duty the 


fast trains servo us an incentive to-the 
men to strive for promotion. 
Conduct- 


or:!, eu;,'im:crs, firemen and other hands 
on the limited get more pay than'do'the 
men employed on the trains of snbordi- 
natu grade. That the 'flier,' in ita ge- 
neric Beuse, is actually an improving in- 
fluence in railroading is evidenced by 
tho remarkable careers of the Congres 
sioual, tho Royal Blue and the Empire 
Stato express. 
These are the fastest 


trains in this country and have been 
running several years back, and, with 
one unimportant exception, havo met 
with no mishap. 
These trains pass 


through year after year without a sin 
gle mishap, and I believe it is all from 
the discipline put upor. the employees 
by the frit, service. The men take a 
pride in Wo fart trains. "—Washington 
Star.

ELECTIONS for 
municipal 
officers 


have been held this week iu several 
States. There was also an election in 
Michigan for n Justice of the Supreme 
Court and to fill a vacancy in the Third 
Congressional District. The Republi- 
cans elected the Supreme Judye, and 
also the Congressman, though major- 
ities are not as large as they were last 
November. Julius Caesar 'Burrows, 
who was recognized as one of the lend- 
ers of the Republicans, in the House 
of Kepresentatives, waa defeated in the 
Convention, and he is to be succeeded 
by Ex-Lieutenant Governor Milnes. 
In Cleveland and Cincinnati, Ohio, the 
Republicans elected their candidates 
for Mayor, while in Toledo, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Mayor was elected 
though the Republicans carried the 
City last Fall, by 2,864 majority. 


In Chicago the Republicans elected 


the Mayor and u majority of the Alder- 


men, 
and they also elected Prince to 


Congress, in the Tenth District. 


At Helena, Montana, Dr. 
Steele, 


Democrat, was elected Mayor, defeat- 
ing the Republicans and Populists, 
each of whom had a candidate in the 
Held. 


At Springfield, Missouri, the Demo- 


crats elected the Mayor by an increased 
majority. There was nothing in the 
Elections except in two Congressional 
Districts, one in Illinois and the other 
in Michigan, to indicate the drift of 
public opinion, and both districts have 
for years been Republican. 


TUB ORPHANS' IIOMK. 


The gold press of Nevada is endeav- 


oring to make it appear that changing 
the Superintendent of the Orphans' 
Home is one of the greatest outrages 
that ever was perpetrated. The Enttr- 
prist, whose editor is said to have been 
recently imported to teach the people 
of Nevada that the way to remonetize 
silver is to support parties that are 
committed to the gold standard, and 
the editor of the Carson Tribune, who 
has not been in the State a year, arc 
very much exercised over the change 
at the Home, though it in probable that 
neither of them ever visited the place 
or expended a nickel in purchasing 
candy for its inmates. They dp not 
seem to know that changes have been 
made at the Home, almost every time 
there has been a change of administra- 
tion, since it was founded.

CHICAGO, April 3.— Complete election 


returns give George B. Swift for Mayor 
a plurality of 41,110. The Civil Set-vice 
law has carried by a majority of over 
i5,000. The Republicans elect ihe en- 
tire city ticket and will have complete 
control of the City Council, which will 
be composed of 50 Republicans and 18 
Democrats. Dr. Holmes, the People's 
party candidate for Mayor, received 
14,000 votes, which is less than half the 
votes polled by the third party last 
Fall. In the Stock Yards district, the 
Democratic stronghold, the Republi- 
cans made a clean sweep. Swift's plu- 
rality is the largest ever known in a 
similar election.

Bullion is now seven or eight cents an 
ounca higher than it was a few weeks 
ago. 
Various causes are assigned for 


the advance, but whatever tbe cause 
the effect is encouraging. Mining 
stock, as well as local sureties, on the 
San Francisco Boards show signs of 
activity and improvement because of 
the advance in silver. Should the 
price continue to improve until silver 
reaches a dollar andwquarter an onnce 
the effect in Nevada would be marvel- 
ous. Mines and mills now idle would 
in a short time be in active operation 
and a general business revival would 
be inaugurated in a few months.

The Kastern Demand for Beef Affects

Beef is going up with silver in San 


Francisco, and if silver continues to 
advance wheat, wool and other pro- 
ducts will follow it. Since Eastern 
buyers have been purchasing fat cattle 
in Nevada the price has advanced 
about two cents per pound. This has 
affected the Sun Francisco market, and 
beef is higher than for some time past. 
Tba San Francisco market, however, 
is said to be overstocked with mutton, 
and buyers are taking charge of the 
rush to depress the market. The rash 
of mutton sheep to San Francisco is 
said by the city papers to have been 
caused by tbe 'demand on sheep men 
for money advanced.

Fulton was registered at the 
Bivereide Hotel Monday under the 
name of Pugh and told Biohard Byland 
that he was going to Portland the next 
day. A warrant will be sworn out and 
if Mr. Fulton is caoght he will not get 
out of the scrape as easily as he may 
have supposed.
